Owing to the condition of roads 
the attendance was much smuller 
than usual, but notwithstanding a 
very interesting meeting was held, 
marked by a very keen interest 
and many questions asked by 
those present. 


‘These were not criticisms bui 
rather suggestions to solve and 
meet present conditions. 

C H Cowell, Returning Officer 
was present to receive nomina 
tions for Councillors for Divisions 
2, 3 and 5 and when time was U)’, 
announced that Harry Groves, tor 
Div 3; A J Weyers for Div 5 «nd 
L A Phillips for Div 2 were cach 
elected by acclamation, 

Reeve Chamberlaix gave a very 
full report of the work of — the 
Covneil fo: 1931, which apparently 
was very satisfactory to the rate 


payers. and is published in thig 
ssue of the Standard. 
Mr Chairman, Ladies and 


Gentlemen; 

I have the honour to submit to 
you a report of the work of your 
Council during the year 1981. 

The Council comprised Heeve 
Chamberlain and Councillors 4 
Nelson, L A Phillips, H Groves, al 
L. Peterson and A J J Weyers; Mr 
Nelson taking the place of Mr © G 
Christensen who retired from the 
Council. Mr Weyers was the 
Deputy Reeve of the Council in 
1931. The officers of the Munict- 
pality were Secretary-Treasurer 
D N Gardiner; Medical Health Ot- 


ficer Dr J W Giffen, Sr; Auditor 
Jos Van Tighem of Strathmore 
and Weed Inspector J H Wright 


of Calgary. 

Twelve meetings of the Council: 
were held in 1981 and all = mem- 
bers of the Council were present 
ut each meeting. As an overpay: 
ment had been made in respect of 
Council metings for four members 
of the Council in 1930 the amount 
of the overpayment was deducted | 
from the amount due for 1931.! 
While the financia] statement, 
shows 12 meetings of the Council 
two other meetings were held to 
meet the Minister of Public Works 
of which no mention is made. 

The minutes of the last annual 
meeting called particular atten: 
tion to the need for weed contro! 
throughout the Municipality and 
suggested that all weedy farms be 
condemned for crop purposes in 
1931. To the best of our ability the 
wishes of the ratepayers were cit 
ried out particularly in regard to 
the South Cheadle = farm. This 
land as you know has now been 
sold to responsible purchasers or 
leased to men who are willing to 
make every endeavour to clean up 
this farm. Their efiorts have been 
reasonably successtul we believe. 
Touching further on the weed sit- 
vation it is remarked that weeds 
on road allowances have not been 
taken care of by ratepayers to the 
extent that they deserve. Possibly 
this is due to the fact that a nuin- 
ber of residents still belleve that 
the Municipality is responsible 
for the care of weeds on road al- 
lowances. By an amendment pas- 
sed by the Legislature to the 
Noxious Weed Act the responsib 
{lity for the destruction of weeds 
op road allowances rests with the 
occupants or owners of the land! 
adjoining the road allowances, 
The Council would appreciate it 
very much if the residents would 
assume their responsibility with | 
out the need for the weed inspect | 
or to enforce the provisions of the 
Weed Act, Heretofore “Sow 
Thistle’ has been the only weed 
coming undr the classification of 
an "A" weed but we understand 
that there is grave likelyhood of 
Canada Thistle being placed in 
class “A* weeds by the Legisia- 
ture at this session. If such action 
{s taken it will mean that the 
residents will have to use every 
endeavour to {mmediately control 
Canada Thistle on their land and 
in fact to treat the eradication of 
Canada Thistle as promptly as 
Sow Thistle. The Council believe 
that the work of the weed inspec. 
tor In 1981 preduced good results 
and that more attention was paid 
to the control of weeds in 1931 
than in some previous years.
